While I think that posters need to be aware that there is a 


proportion of people who will fail to understand them, unless they use 
the most basic English vocabulary and style. This would make things 
rather boring for those with moderate proficiency in the language. 
Further, it would reduce the educational effect on those who are not so 
proficient. If they do not come across irony, they can never learn to 
recognise, understand or use it. Do they have comparable techniques in 
their native languages ? if so conversion could be relatively easy.
